A cou nt of casu alties at hospi­ 
tals and police stations showed 
at least 27 persons killed in 
Wednesday night’s fighting and 
some Mex ico City newspapers 
reported death tolls as high as 
40. There was no official esti­ 
mate of the nu mber wou nded, 
bu t it appeared to be in the hu n­ 
dreds. Variou s sou rces reported 
between 1,000 and 1,500 arrest­ 
ed. 
The gov ernment has reported I before the cou p remained u nder

a soldier.

hou se arrest. They had been 
drafting a commu niq u e calling 
for a rebellion when officers 
broke into their meeting. 


Also calling for rebellion was 
Armando Villaneu v a, chief of 
the Aprista party , probably the 
cou ntry ’s strongest political or­ 
ganization and hated by the mil­ 
itary . 
Sev eral radio stations, inclu d­ 
ing the one on which Villaneu v a 
broadcast, were shu t down, bu t 
newspapers continu ed to pu blish 
descriptions of the street v io­ 
lence and condemnations of the 
cou p. 
The Aprista paper, La Tribu ­ 
na, issu ed a special edition 
Thu rsday night with a banner 
headline calling for an ou ster of 
the “cou p-makers.” The back 
page carried a pictu re of tanks 
at the palace with the headline 
“Czechoslov akia? Not in Peru .” 
The ou sted ministers hav e 
called for citizens and stu dents 
to u nite against the military . 
There are ru mors of a general 
strike. 
Flight operations at the air 
port were normal. The U.S. Em 
bassy said that so far all of the 
6 ,000 U.S. citizens in the cou ntry 
are believ ed to be safe. 
Belau nde, 55, was flown to 
Bu enos 
Aires, 
the Argentine 
capital, after being taken from 
his bedroom in the early morn­ 
ing hou rs.

TOLEDO. Ohio (AP) — A new 
and widely known ru nning mate 
at his side, behind him a fa­ 
tigu ing, fiv e-state cou rtship of 
the indu strial Midwest l a bor 
v ote, George C. Wallace relax ed 
his presidential campaign today 
apparently satisfied with the re» 
sponse to both. 
Retired Gen. Cu rtis E. LaMay 
listened stoically to prolonged 
applau se in two cities Thu rsday 
as Wallace introdu ced him as 
the v ice presidential candidate 
of the American Independent 
party . 
Wallace said he was “pleased 
and gratified” at the receptions 
giv en LeMay . 
In both Indianapolis and Tole­ 
do, telegrams from arou nd the 
cou ntry greeted Wallace, com­ 
plimenting him on his choice of 
LeMay . 
Many 
of 
the 
messages 
strengthened the belief among 
Wallace strategists that LeMay 
wou ld add statu re and legitima­ 
cy to Wallace’s third party race 
for the presidency . 
“Gen. 
LeMay ’s 
candidacy 
giv es u s a v ery strong ticket,” 
said Wallace, whose hard line 
on Vietnam won the endorse­ 
ment of the decorated and ou t­ 
spoken former Air Force chief 
of staff. 


LeMay 's candidacy reopened 
a 
dormant 
political 
debate; 
whether nu clear weapons shou ld 
be u sed in war. 
At a news conference in Pitts­ 
bu rgh annou ncing his eandida- 
cy , LeMay stated this v iew; 
“My desire is not to u se any 
weapons. Bu t once the time 
comes that y ou hav e to fight, I 
wou ld u se any weapon that we 
hav e in ou r arsenal that is nec­ 
essary . I do not believ e nu clear 
weapons are necessary in Viet­ 
nam.” 
In his speeches at Toledo and 
Indianapolis, with LeMay on the 
platform, Wallace repeated his 
long-spoken av owal that, shou ld 
peace negotiations fail, the Viet­ 
nam war “shou ld be conclu ded 
militarily 
with 
conv entional 
weapons.” 
He also said in an interv iew 
that he and his ru nning mate 
see ey e to ey e on the issu e of 
nu clear weapons. 
He said LeMay had told him 
priv ately that a third world war 
“wou ld destroy civ ilization” and 
the best way to av oid it was to 
hav e a defense postu re su perior 
to any other nation’s. 
Bu t no candidate ou ght to tell 
an enemy in adv ance, Wallace

ried him throu gh wide sectors of 
the cou ntry . 
Rallies in Portland and Seat­ 
tle, Ore., were disru pted by 
hecklers. He admits Repu blican 
Richard M. Nix on is ou t in 
front. Lack of money forced him 
to cancel a batch of telev ision 
commercials. 
Yet Hu mphrey and his staff 
were bu oy ed by the size and en­ 
thu siasm of crowds that tu rned 
ou t in San Francisco and Char­ 
lotte, N.C. Presidential lieu ten­ 
ants George Ball and Dou glass 
Cater joined the v ie*, president’s 
entou rage. The nation’s largest 
u nion—The 
Teamsters—gav e 
him formal endorsement. 
Democratic polls claimed he's 
ahead at least in eight states 
holding 136 of the 270 electora 
v otes needed for election. And 
in the wake of his Salt Lake 
City , Utah, speech adv ocating a 
q u alified bombing halt, Demo 
cratic senators rose in debate to 
defend Hu mphrey at nearly the 
same time 10 Hou se Democrats 
who had backed war critic Sen. 
Eu gene J. McCarthy annou nced 
they now su pport the v ice presi 
dent. 
Sen. Albert Gore, D-Tenn., 
said: “Hu mphrey has hit his 
stride again. He seemed to be 
u ncertain and fu mbling before 
bu t now he is the old campaign 
er we hav e known in the past.’ 
Senate Majority Leader Mike 
Mansfield joined others who 
lav e predicted McCarthy will 
endorse Hu mphrey soon. Me 
Carthy is schedu led to speak 
Tu esday at a rally for Pau l 
O’Dwy er, a McCarthy backer 
who is challenging Sen. Jacob 
K. Jav its, R-N.Y., for re-elec 
tion. 
Hu mphrey made his “tu rning

WASHINGTON (AP) - Peace 
demonstrator Jerry Ru bin, a 
major figu re in a congressional 
probe of the stormy antiwar 
protest at the Democratic Con­ 
v ention, charged today his hotel 
room on Capitol Hill had been 
tear-gassed by American Nazis.

in

garb, told an impromptu news 
conference before the start of 
the third day of hearings before 
Hou se Un-American activ ities 
su bcommittee that a my steriou s 
telephone caller threatened to 
get him. 
Ru bin, a bearded, bare-chest­ 
ed leader of the You th Interna­ 
tional Party (Yippie), who is 
u nder su bpoena o appear at the 
hearings, said he retu rned to his 
room in the Congressional Hotel 
nex t to a Hou se office bu ilding 
Thu rsday night to find the room 
clou ded with tear gas. 
Ru bin said on the door was a 
small white card with a Nazi in­ 
signia, the words “National So­ 
cialist White People’s Party ” 
and an adv ertisement for dial­ 
ing a “White Power” message 
by telephone. 
Ru bin said that after police 
came, his hotel telephone rang 
and a caller asked him to come 
ou tside. When he balked Ru bin 
q u oted the caller as say ing, “If 
we don’t get y ou tonight, we’ll 
get y ou tomorrow.” 
The su bcommittee chairman, 
Hep. 
Richard 
Ichord, 
D-Mo., 
say s he has heard testimony 
that at least 21 Commu nists 
were inv olv ed in the bloody 
clashes between demonstrators 
and police at the Democratic 
conv ention in Chicago. 
Ichord, howev er, was not ex ­ 
plicit.

Mississippi Riv er town. 
The Bu rlington Railroad , which 
had a main line ru nning throu gh 
Fu lton from the Tri-City region 
to Galena, Du bu q u e, and points 
north, 
aband oned 
the 
station 
when it ceased operations on the 
line many y ears ago. 
Fo r y ears after the 
railroad 
tracks were remov ed , the d epot 
stood empty and d ecay ing. Situ ­ 
ated on an elongated block of 
p ro p erty on the western ed ge of 
the Fu lton bu siness d istrict, the 
d epot became both an ey esore 
and hazard to the commu nity . 
Fu lton was fortu nate in 
that 
it had receiv ed , o v er the y ears, 
v ariou s stocks, bond s, and cash 
gifts from the estates of sev eral 
interested citizens with which to 
help bu ild a new city hall facility 
fo r the town. 
Ov er three y ears ago the city 
began to negotiate with Bu rling­ 
ton Railroad officials in an ef­ 
fort to secu re the property that 
the train company had long since 
left to the rav ages of time. Fu l­ 
ton was both su ccessfu l in secu r­ 
ing the property from the rail­ 
road company and in being able 
to u se the willed fu nd s that it 
had receiv ed for 
the pu rchase 
and remod eling of the old d epot 
into a most attractiv e city hall 
bu ild ing. 
Ded icated to the memory of 
Charles C. McMahon by his wife, 
Bertha F. McMahon, on March 
5th of this y ear, 
the new city 
gov ernment stru ctu re has retain­ 
ed the q u aint and charming ex ­ 
terio r of the d epot (complete to 
the large size brick d epot plat 
form in front) while being able 
to completely remod el the interi 
or of the stru ctu re into a fu nc 
ticnal city cou ncil chamber anc 
police station. 
Wood paneled , 
tiled , 
painted , 
and lighted ind irectly , 
this 
in 
terio r mod ernizing job was com­ 
pleted in time for the d ed ica­ 
tion ceremonies of last March. 
Mod ern, fu nctional fu rnitu re and 
appointments are u sed throu gh 
ou t the bu ild ing with the rear 
one-third of the 
20 by 60 foot 
bu ild ing being 
u tilized 
by the 
Fu lton Police 
Department that 
is eq u iped with the v ery latest 
police eq u ipment. 
It is ind eed refreshing to see 
a city su ch as this small riv er 
commu nity that has prid e in its 
historic p ast u tilize an old stru c 
tu re that d ates back to its early 
d ay s and y et, at the same time 
u p d ate it into a beau tifu l and 
fu nctional center for gov ernmen­ 
tal operations.

Our in-and-o ut United Natio ns Ambassado r 
Geo rg e W. Ball can o nly be a sev ere disillusio n­ 
ment to his many friends.

After his co nfirmatio n Mr. Ball serv ed in the 
U.N. less than 24 ho urs. The Senate co nfirmed 
him o n Wednesday . Thursday he 
anno unced hit bo w-o o t. He was 
in fact, the liv ing imag e o f Pick­ 
wick’s Fat Bo y ; no w y o u saw 
him, no w y o u didn’t. In the na­ 
tio nal interest Mr. Ball has a 
g reat deal to answer fo r by his 
o utrag eo us display . 
The U.N. ambassado rship is 
an American representatio n to 
the ey es o f the wo rld. If Mr. 
Ball disag rees with United States po licy in Vietnam 
o r elsewhere so stro ng ly , o r is susceptible to o ther 
plans, he sho uld no t hav e taken the ambassado r­ 
ship in the first place. 
The appearance o f instability , quicksand be­ 
hav io rism and the stimulatio n o f wo rld do ubts are 
lux uries America canno t affo rd. The murder o f 
the United States by such appearance in the U.N.

certainly in the U.N., witho ut o ur new ambassa­ 
do r’s faMiut, and rig ht o n the heels o f the wo rld- 
questio ned departure o f Arthur J. Go ldberg ? 
Mr. Ball rev eals himself as a pro mising man 
who so o n bro ke the pro mise. This is alway s a 
trag edy to see. He sho wed disillusio ning qualities, 
to o , in starting Ms climb abo ard po litics by play ­ 
ing dirty po o l. 
Ev ery man has a rig ht to his o wn o pinio n, 
but no man wo rth his salt has a rig ht to be wro ng 
in his facts. 
Mr. Ball o bv io usly has a rig ht to like Hubert 
H. Humphrey and dislike Richard M. Nix o n. But 
he has no rig ht to emplo y and restate the cheap 
and dang ero us charg e o f “ tricky Dick.” It is a 
v icio us injustice. 
Mr. Ball canno t do cument that snide pro pa­ 
g anda no r actually hav e I ev er fo und a sing le man 
m: wo man in o ur co untry who co uld. What makes 
this especially unfair is that it co uld be applied 


to so many o ther public men. I my self co uld 
name, and so co uld Mr. Ball, any number who , 
co ldly v iewed in a do cumented list, mig ht qualify . 
But, in simple truth, no t Mr. Nix o n. 
Mr. Ball and o thers may disappro v e o f Nix o n 
but no t fo r this reaso n. They sho uld put their facts 
o n the line. I fo r o ne wro uid be g lad to bet Mr. Ball 
that be canno t name a sing le pro mise Nix o n ev er 
bro ke. Ev en a co nv ict is entitled to fair treatment. 
With equal disho no r to the facts Mr. Ball and 
o thers co ntrast Mr. Humphrey as a public man o f 
co nsistency , a fig hter fo r his principles. They may 
appro v e Mr. Humphrey but no t fo r this reaso n. 
Ag ain, what are the facts? It’s mo nster time 
ag ain in Lo ch Ness, Sco tland, when any bo dy pumps 
o ut such utter no nsense. Mr. Humphrey swing s 
and has alway s swung o n a hig h wire o f self-co n­ 
tradictio ns. Ev en my limited files present painful 
ev idence. 
Thumbed at rando m Mr. Humphrey first v o ted 
fo r the Lundrum-Griffin Act affecting unio nizatio n. 
Then at subsequent labo r meeting s he alway s de­ 
no unced it, say ing , “ It was passed fo r the purpo se 
o f ty ing labo r’s hands.” Ar take the McCarren bill 
requiring members o f the Co mmunist party and 
its hidden fro nts to reg ister with the atto rney g en­ 
eral. 
Within a perio d o f o nly two weeks Mr. Hum­ 
phrey first castig ated the bill as a “ ho ax .” Then 
he v o ted in fav o r o f it. Nex t he praised the Presi­ 
dential v eto o f it. Then he v o ted to sustain the 
v eto , a v eto that was o v erridden. 
Later Mr. Humphrey eulo g ized the McCarren 
Act, bo asted that he v o ted fo r it and anno unced 
that he “ was pro ud to say it was passed by a 
Demo cratic Co ng ress.” 
Do Mr. Ball and the o thers ask us to fo rg et, 
as well, that o nly a few weeks ag o , to sho w that 
Mr. Humphrey ’s acro batic act is still current, and 
as widely no ted, be made fo ur different statements 
o n Vietnam substantially in co nflict with each 
o ther o n o ne sing le day ? 
No wo nder it’s so hard to co ndense the fo g in 
the Washing to n Cucko o land into a co o ling rain and 
pro ceed with the v ital business o f making the 
United States a better, fairer, mo re secure place 
to liv e.

But this o nly 
attests to his leg al talents, no t 
to tho se qualities which Ameri­ 
cans like to believ e are prereq­ 
uisites fo r membership in so v i­ 
tally impo rtant and po werful a 
bo dy as the natio n’s hig hest tri­ 
bunal. If o nly o n the matter o f 
judg ment. J ustice Fo rtas can be 
faulted. But there are o ther res­ 
erv atio ns that sho uld also be 
weig hed. 
Amo ng his last sig nificant acts 
in this department was his ef­ 
fo rt to suppress any press men­ 
tio n o f the trag ic Walter J en­ 
kins case. Mr. Fo rtas jo urney ed 
fro m newspaper to newspaper 
in Washing to n pleading , with all 
the backing o f the J o hnso n ad­ 
ministratio n behind him, that 
the sto ry be killed.

o f the reco rd o f that unfo rtunate 
series o f ev ents, and to uches di­ 
rectly o n his judg ment. 
Sen. Ro bert P. Griffin, who 
publicly deplo red effo rts to chas­ 
tise Mr. Fo rtas fo r his activ ities 
o n the co urt, no ted the impro ­ 
priety o f the receipt o f $15,000 
fo r so me 18 ho urs o f lecturing . 
“ The fund fo r Mr. Fo rtas was 
raised by his fo rmer law part 
ner” — who incidentally prac 
tices befo re the Supreme Co urt 
— “ and his wife’s present law 
partner,” Sen. Griffin no tes. 
"The mo ney came fro m fo r 
mer business asso ciates o f Mr. 
Fo rtas and his law firm.” And, 
he added, “ The ex istence o f this 
fund was secret until it came to 
lig ht . . . and then o nly when 
the J udiciary Co mmittee” dis 
co v ered it. One o f the do no rs is 
inv o lv ed in litig atio n that will 
undo ubtedly reach the Supreme 
Co urt. 
After he was appo inted to the 
Supreme Co urt, Mr. Fo rtas co n 
tinued to act as the perso nal 
leg al co unsel o f the President o f 
the United States. When he tes 
tified befo re the Senate J udicia< 


ry Co mmittee, Mr. Fo rtas ad­ 
mitted to sev eral such instances 
and then claimed that this was 
a “ full disclo sure.” 
Since then, 
as Sen 
Griffin 
has no ted, o ther instances o f Mr. 
Fo rtas’ inv o lv ement in the af- 
fairs o f the Ex ecutiv e Branch 
hav e co me to lig ht As a mem­ 
ber o f the Suprt i o urt. whether 
as Chief J ustice o r simply as an 
asso ciate 
justice, Mr. Fo rtas 
will be called upo n to rule o n 
the merits o f matters o f which 
he is at least part autho r. 
Mr. Fo rtas’ usefulness o n the 
Supreme Co urt is further co m­ 
pro mised by the effo rts o f the 
atto rney g eneral to inject him­ 
self in the co ntro v ersy —in Mr. 
Fo rtas’ fav o r. Will the justice be 
able to judg e impartially and 
o bjectiv ely litig atio n in which 
the atto rney g eneral is a party ? 
Will he be able to be o bjectiv e 
when cases fro m which he with­ 
drew o n appo intment to the 
co urt are pleaded by his wife o r 
partner to who m he turned o v er 
his law business? 
The Cano ns o f J udicial Ethics 
o f the American Bar Asso ciatio n 
are clear o n this. “ A judg e 
sho uld no t appear to accept in­ 
co nsistent duties o r incur o bli­ 
g atio ns pecuniary o r o therwise 
which will in any way interfere 
o r appear to interfere with the 
ex peditio us and pro per adminis­ 
tratio n” o f his duties, say s the 
cano n. “ A judg e sho uld no t ac­ 
cept any presents o r fav o rs 
fro m litig ants, o r fro m lawy ers 
practicing befo re him o r fro m 
o thers who se interests are likely 
to be submitted to him fo r judg ­ 
ment.” 
In sho rt, he sho uld, like Cae­

U.S. May Still 
Win Mo o n Race 


By RAY CROMLEY 


WASHINGTON (NEA) - It is 
just po ssible that the Apo llo fire 
o f J anuary , 1007, which to o k the 
liv es o f three astro nauts may 
hav e co st the United States first 
place in the race fo r the mo o n. 
As a result o f that dreadful 
fire, 0,000 desig n chang es were 
made in the Apo llo . All were in­ 
tended to increase the safety 
facto r. 
A co nsiderable 
number 
o f 
hig hly skilled men were div ert­ 
ed into this effo rt. A wide rang e 
o f o ther activ ities were slo wed 
do wn (o r no t speeded up o n 
schedule) while these chang es 
were being planned, studied and 
Inco rpo rated. 
This shift in the Apo llo and in 
pro g ram prio rities, ho wev er nec­ 
essary , by minimum estimate 
has co st the United States up­ 
wards o f six mo nths in the 
mo o n race. 
It certainly co st this co untry 
firs place in the attempt to cir­ 
cle the mo o n and return. Wo rk 
o n that part o f the pro g ram was 
o ne o f to e tasks no t speeded up 
o n schedule. 
In a v ery real sense, a pro ject 
as co mplicated and as leng thy 
as the mo o n pro g ram is a pris­ 
o ner o f decisio ns made early in 
the g ame. Once these decisio ns 
are inco rpo rated into the pro j­ 
ect, it beco mes v ery co stly and 
time-co nsuming to make majo r 
chang es. 
Hav ing been so mewhat care­ 
less in building an Apo llo with 
a hig hly inflammable pure o x y ­ 
g en atmo sphere 
in 
the first 
place, there are sig ns that the 
Natio nal Aero nautics and Space 
Administratio n may hav e o v er­ 
reacted. So so me careful space 
scientists believ e. 
Despite to e latest Russian

This ex tra cautio usness will 
almo st inev itably affect all de­ 
cisio ns fro m here o n o ut, ev en 
after the Apo llo safety co rrec­ 
tio ns hav e lo ng been co mpleted. 
It 
is 
impo ssible to 
arg ue 
ag ainst men who want to pro - 
v id mo re safety fo r o ur astro ­ 
nauts. No o ne wants to take un­ 
due chances. But o v ercautio n 
can g et to be a so rt o f co m­ 
plex . As o ne scientist puts it, it 
is v ery wise to lo o k bo th way s 
befo re cro ssing the street. It can 
beco me a sickness to lo o k bo th 
way s six , sev en o r eig ht times 
each time y o u co me to a cro ss­ 
ing . 
A seco nd handicap the United 
States faces to day in the mo o n 
race is the handicap o f div ided 
effo rt. U.S. space dev elpment is 
split between the Pentag o n with 
its Manned Orbiting Labo rato ry 
Pro ject and NASA with its Apo l­ 
lo . Neither is g etting to e full at 
tentio n o r backup it deserv es. 
There is reaso n to believ e Rus­ 
sia’s space pro g ram is under 
o ne manag ement with o ne prio r­ 
ity sy stem.

S H E W S B U R Y , England - 
(UPI)—The 17 -day po lice siege 
o f 
sho tgun 
carry ing 
farmer 
J o hn J ames ended to day . 
Po lice mo y ed into the iso lated 
farmho use 
where J ames had 
been ho led up with his wife and 
children since Sept. 18 in what 
has

the 
Shro pshire siege. 


There appeared to be a sho t 
fired and 
an 
ambulance 
was 
called to the scene. 
The 
fo ur 
children 
were 
bro ught o ut o f the ho use but 
there was no immediate indica­ 
tio n whether J ames o r so me­ 
bo dy else had been hurt during 
the po lice actio ns. 
There 
were 
screams ' o f 
“ Daddy ! 
Daddy !”

po lice 
mo v ed in. 
The siege began when a po lice 
co nstable sto pped 
J ames 
and 
said 
he 
wanted 
to 
ask him 
abo ut a prev io us traffic o ffense. 
J ames pro duced a sho tgun and 
po inted 
it 
at 
the 
unarmed 
po liceman. 
The farmer 
then 
dro v e o ff 
and entered his 
lo nely 
sto ne 
farmho use to begin what British 
newspapers dubbed “ the great 
Shro pshire siege.” 
Po lice set up co rdo ns aro und 
the ho use and at o ne time ev en 
bro ught in armo red cars. 
But all to no av ail. 
J ames kept his sho tgun by his 
side and his wife and fo ur little 
children stay ed with him. 
At times the siege to o k o n the 
air o f a farce with the children 
leaning o ut o f the windo ws with 
their to y guns and pretending to 
sho o t po licemen. 
A number o f J ames’ relativ es 
v isited him during 
the siege, 
bringing 
fo o d and water, 
but 
were unable to persuade him to 
giv e up. 
Po lice sev eral times indicated 
they planned to take J ames, but 
until they went into actio n to day 
their 
prev io us 
attempts 
ap­ 
peared so mewhat half-hearted. 
The siege caught the public 
ey e in this co untry , and many 
peo ple urged that J ames be left 
alo ne. But po lice said since he 
had 
threatened 
an 
unarmed 
po liceman with 
a gun—po lice 
are unarmed in Britain ex cept 
fo r certain o ccasio ns—he must 
be taken and co uld no t be left 
alo ne.

NEW YORK (AP) - When it 
comes to p utting wheels on 
thing s, American industry is 
p re-eminent. 
Long 
ag o 
it 
learned that the way to add 
value to a p roduct is to move it 
from where it’s in surp lus to 
where it’s needed. 


Probably because of the na­ 
tion’s g reat size this lesson was 
learned early , and so General 
Motors and General Electric 
now p roduce the most p owerful 
railroad diesels and Boeing the 
big g est jets and Detroit the 
most cars. 


Jap an and Britain, being is­ 
land nations, have built big g er 
commercial ship s, but even at 
sea the United States holds 
some firsts. At least the know­ 
how is there, as demonstrated 
by the Navy ’s su p ercarriers. 


The thing that U.S. 
firms 
seeming ly haven’t been able to 
make and sell is a really com­ 
p act low-p riced car. And that, a 
g overnment official said this 
month, is just what the nation 
needs. 


Detroit has been reluctant to 
admit the situation ex ists, and it 
can p oint to some fine small 
cars that were p roduced do­ 
mestically in recent y ears. But, 
small as these are, they are big ­ 
g er than Europ ean and Jap a­ 
nese models. 


That this difference mig ht 
have an effect on buy ers is sug ­ 
g ested by the surg e in the sale 
of imp orted cars, which mig ht 
total close to one million this 
y ear. And this is where the g ov­ 
ernment official comes in. 


Imp orts mean money lost by 
American p roducers, as much 
as a half billion dollars by some 


estimates. Imp orts mean less 
tax revenue for the g overnment 
and fewer jobs throug hout the 
country . And they mean that 
more than a billion dollars in 
currency 
g oes 
abroad 
each 
y ear. 


John R. Petty , assistant sec­ 
retary for international affairs 
in the Treasury Dep artment, 
said the auto industry or the 
g overnment must stop this dol­ 
lar drain or else the balance of 
p ay ments p roblem never will be 
licked. 


Petty asked for new thinking , 
say ing that the comp act cars 
that Detroit now makes are far 
from what is needed and that 
c o n s e q u e n t l y the British, 
French, 
Italian, 
Jap anese, 
Swedish and German comp acts 
are enjoy ing a boom. 
Ironically , the small car mar­ 
ket was thoroug hly tested y ears 


ag o by American Motors, which 
made millions on them and then 
abandoned the field and its p rof­ 
its as well. Now it is said to be 
p lanning a return to the market. 


Rep orts from Detroit also in­ 
dicate that the Big Three —Gen­ 
eral Motors, Ford and Chry sler 
—also are study ing the small 
car market. But the evidence 
released so far indicates some 
of their p roducts mig ht still be 
larg er than the imp orts. 


Detroit’s p roblem really isn’t 
technolog ical; it is more one of 
p ricing and sales. The car can 
be made, bu t can the p rofit be

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made? Most of the Imp orted 
cars are built with labor that 
costs less than in the United 
States. 
Even if Detroit learns how to 
keep down the sale p rice to 
something less than $2,000 it 
still has p roblems. Will the vol­ 
ume market remain or even 
g row? It’s there now, but how 


about two y ears from now? And 
will a comp act line add to the 
total of cars sold or merely cut 
into the sale of other cars? 
Before the U.S. industry can 
crash the small car market it 
must sp end scores of millions of 
dollars for desig n and tooling — 
to make new eng ines and bodies 
and transmissions and even to 


build new p lants. It cannot com­ 
p ete in a small way ; it must 
make its challeng e in volume. 
Would it be worth it? 
While an answer is soug ht, 
meanwhile, Detroit loses sales 
and dollars flow abroad. And 
what once was considered De­ 
troit’s p erp lex ing p roblem is 
now all America’s as well.

He 
will complain about bad luck 
and, if he is mathematically in­ 
clined, may ev en point out that 
fiv e missing cards will div ide 
3-2 some 68 per cent of the time 
and that he W'as just unlucky . 
His complaint should fall on 
deaf ears. 
Not that it is not 
bad luck when a key suit di 
v ides 4-1 but rather that there 
was no reason for South to lose 
his contract. 
All South had to do would be 
to count to nine before play ing. 
Then he would see that fiv e di­ 
amond tricks would be enough 
for his contract and that he 
could insure these fiv e tricks by 
simply ov ertaking his queen of 
diamonds with dummy ’s king, 
This would cost him an ov er­ 
trick if diamonds broke 3-2 but 
this is one hand where ov er- 
tricks should be left to others.

may or may not hav e written, 
the dispu ted word is spelled 
abou t a half a dozen different 
way s — sometimes capitalized, 
sometimes not. 
“Nobody knows what Shake­ 
speare 
meant,” 
the 
Folger 
Shakespeare Library told me. 
I can only conclu de that when 
Shakespeare wrote “Thy head is 
as fu ll of qu arrels as an egg is 
fu ll of meat,” he mu st hav e 
been referring to politicians.
